Th e gentleman takes his partner’s left hand with his right. Both advance in llalanqant on the 
right, then on the left, alternatively, in such a manner as to rind themselves, one measure, nearly 
vis-a-vis, and the other, nearly dos-a-dos. In this position they promenade as if it were round 
the circle once or twice, the gentleman holding always the lady’s left hand as at the starting. Alter 
one or several rounds, the gentleman leaves the lady’s hand to take hold ot her by the waist, exactly 
as in the waltz. They perform thus, figures ex avant, then, figures f.n tournant, alter¬ 
natively, obsen ing always the characteristical cadence of the Polka, whose musical rhythm may be 

expressed as follows—

and en arriere, that they must both lightly touch the ground with the foot, on each measure, viz. 

_with the heel when the leg is forward, and with the tiptoe when backwards.
